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been personally served upon him requiring him 
to abate or remove any nuisance or to cleanse or 
purify any premises owned or occupied by him 
in the manner or at the time described in the 
order shall on complaint of the commissioner of 
health or any persons serving such order before 
the municipal court of said city, be liable to ar-
rest and summary trial and punishment by fine, 
not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500), or by 
imprisonment not exceeding six months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court." 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 189. 
ANACT fixing the salary of the deputy city 

clerk of the city of Milwaukee, and amendatory 
of the charter thereof. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEcTion 1. The salary of the deputy city clerk 
of the city of Milwaukee is hereby fixed at the 
sum of eighteen hundred dollars per annum. 

SECTION 2. This act is amendatory of the char-
ter of the city of Milwaukee, being chapter 184, 
of the laws of 1874, and the various laws amend-
atory thereof, and any of the provisions thereof, 
inconsistent, or in conflict with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
